Standard Time For Alberta 


The Calgary city council reversed its 
former decision, and will not require the 
people of that city to shove their clocks 
ahead an hour as had been ordered. ‘ 
means that. standard time will be the 
rule throughout Alberta for the present 
vear. Not because Edmonton and Calgary 
have so decided, but because standard time 
fits better into the farming vusiness—upon 
which both cities and all other centres in 


the province depend. 

In Calgary, in Edmonton,, farmers 
objected to ‘daylight saving’ time because 
they would have to knock off work in the 
middle of the afternoon in order to get to 
the city before the stores closed. They 
couldn't, it was pointed out, start work an 
hour earlier in haying and harvest because | 
they must wait until the dew evaporates, To | 
advance the clocks would therefore mean 
they must lose an extra hour in the day in 
these busy seasons, 

The same situation would of course apply 


as 


if any other trading centre went on fast 
time. Whatever may be the facts elsewhere 
in Canada, standard time is by all odds pre- 
ferable from the view-point of the Alberta 
farmer: therefore from the standpoint of 


keeping town and country in satisfactory 


trading relations. 


Flour Rather Than Wheat

One thing which is beu done is that 
both in Britain and the United States, there 
have been orders issued that more flour is to 
be made out of a bushel of wheat. Less of 
the wheat is to be left in the form of bran, 
shorts, and middlings. That is one way of 


making a given supply of wheat make more 
loaves of bread. 

It is net as simple as that, however, The 
bran, shorts and middlings are not wasted. 
They make cattle feed. The more of the 
wheat that is used for flour, the less there is 
to feed livestock, and that means less meat, 
cheese, butter and eggs.

There is no unfairness to foreign con- 


sumers in such a policy. Admittedly, their 


necessities force them to reduce the amount) 


of meat and other high quality foods which 
they use, Canada is willing to share the 
Canadian supply of wheat with other coun- 
tries. It does not follow that, as a conse- 
quence, we have to reduce the numbers of 
livestock produced in Canada, and one very 


effective measure for avoiding this is to 
mill more Canadian wheat intu flour and 


export it as flour rather than as wheat.
